A MISSOURI RESOLUTION. 

Mr. Schewalter of Missouri offered a resolu-

T. J. Campbell of New York arose and pre- 
sented a resolution, which he asked be read. 

The Chair ruled that under the rule adopted 
by the convention the resolution shoul 4 
to the Committee on Resolutions without de- 


bate. 

Mr. Collins asked unanimous consent, but 
objection was made by a New York delegate 
and further objected to by others. 

Mr. Collins insisted thatthe subject matter 
ofthe resolution did not relate to the plat- 
form, and therefore did not come under the 
restrictions of the rule adopted. 

Objection was made by Mr. Wells of Wis- 
consin, who 9 withdrew it, and 
the resolution was read. he resolution was 
as follows, and was adopted by a rising vote: 

Resolved, That this convention takes occa- 
sion to express its unfeigned sorrow at the 
serious and dangerous illness of Gen. Phil H. 
Sheridan. [Applause.] And to him whose 
noble and valiant deeds will ever be enshrined 
in the hearts of his countrymen, we extend 
our sincere sympathy. We earnestly 
trust that the great soldier and distin- 
guished patriot will meet with a 
speedy recovery, and that the divine Provi- 
dence may spare him untothis nation for 
many years to come. [Applause.] 

Resolved, Thata — of these resolutions 
be forwarded to Gen. Sheridan as expressive 
of the heartfelt sentiments of the Democracy 
of the United States. 2 

Mr. Campbell asks for unanimous consent 
for the adoption of the resolutions. 

The resolutions were adopted py a rising 
vote with three hearty cheers for the gallant 
soldier who is now engaged in his most des- 
perate campaign. 


THE WOMAN’S REPRESENTATIVE. 

Mrs. Meriwether then mounted the plat- 
form and was received with applause. She 
said that she was delegated to ask that this 
convention help to make the practice of this 
nation conform to its principles, 
universal suffrage.

We 
have contended that the situation calls 
for a more advanced and definite er- 
pression in favor of a reduction of tariff 
taxes, but since Mr. CLEVELAND has offi- 
cially interpreted the platform of 1884, 
and since his interpretation has been in- 
dofsed by an overwhelw@ing majority of 
his party, he would hardly refuse to run 
on the same platform again. 


MISSOURI IN THE CONVENTION. 


lt does not appear that the Missouri 
delegation in electing the Vice-President 
of the Frisco road as their representative 
on the Platform Committee instructed 
him to vote for WATTERSON or against 
GORMAN for chairman of that committee. 
The charge that his voting for GORMAN is 
a betrayal of the trust reposed in him is 
therefore ridiculous. 

No vote that he can give on the plat- 
form question, if not given in violation of 
positive instructions, could bea betrayal 
of trust or a violation of faith. He has 
been kept at the head of the Democratic 
machine in this State for so many years, 
regardless of his views of party princi- 
ples or policy, that he has a sor of pre- 
scriptive right to be put forward as the 
cons¢ience-keeper of Missouri Democracy, 
with carte blanche to represent it and 
vote as he pleases on any and all ques- 
tions. 

The men who put him at the head of 
the machine, who made him delegate-at- 
large, and put him forward to shape a 
platform for the National Democracy, 
cannot pretend that they have ever mis- 
understood him or his mission in politicos. 
They know what he is in politics for, and 
why they keep him in the lead. They 
know the great overpowering interests he 
represents, and that the Democratic party 
and the public service are minor consid- 
erations with him, and yet, with their 
eyes open to all this they put him at the 
front without question and keep him 
there without restraint, because he ‘‘pays 
the freight’’ and is the Grand Almoner 
of railroad favors and railroad influen«<. 

The Missouri delegation is not tae only 
one that comes here in the pocket ofa 
railroad official and on free passes, con- 
trary to the Jaw of the State and the 
United States. Nor do we clearly see 
how any Missouridelegate can disappoint 
the party on the tariff question. The 
State Convention which chose Col. 
O’Day asits representative ignored the 
Mills bill, and gave him free rein on that 
subject. The Democratic party denies 
that itis for free trade. The extremest 
tariff reformers are generally ready to 
‘*protect”’ the influential interests of their 
own districts with a tariff subsidy. The 
Mills bill itself is a high tariff measure, 
and seems to become moreso every time 
the Democratic caucus gets a whack at 
it. All Democrats are tariff reformers in 
the abstract, but from all appearances 
any line of tariff reduction they can agree 
on will not put them and the Republicans 


very far apart.

MRS. MERRIWEATHER’S SPEECH, 


Made in Cenvention This Morning in Behalf 
of Woman's Rights. 


The following is the full text of the speech 
made in the convention this morning by airs. 


Elizabeth A. Merriweather. 

GENTLEMEN OF THE DEMOCRATIC CONVEN- 
TION—Time and again have the women of 
this country appeared before your 12 
bodies, asking that the N of this gov- 
ernment be made to conform to ite principles. 
The basic rinciple, the very foundation 
stones on which this government rests, are 
equal rights; yet nowhere in all this broad 
land do equal rights prevail. On the 
one side we have a privileged, . 
erning class; on the

THE BAKERS’ STRIKE, 


The Shops Crippled To-Day—Employers Who 
Gave In te Demands. 


The strike of the journeymen bakers is pret- 
ty wellon. Nearly every bakery in the city 
is more or less crippled by the men going out. 
There are a few ‘bakeries which do not em- 
ploy union men and have not suffered 
in consequence, as the other bakeries. Where 
union men have deen employed they are run- 
ning about half force. One of the members of 
the Master Bakers’ Protective Association 


said to-day: ‘‘We cannot do anything in re- 
garb to the matter now, as we are pledged not 
to act upon the matter until the sub- 

ct has been brought up and discussed 

fore ame ting of the association, when the 
best mode of settlement wiil be decided upon. 
We have all been waited upon by committees 
from the 1 with contracts to sign, 
which will give them the changes they de- 
mand, and most of the other members of the 
association have of course refused to sign 
anything or make any concessions, and we are 
running along any way we can with what 
force we can procure.’’ 

JOURNEYMEN MEET. 

The journeymen held an all-day meeting at 
Druids’ Hall to appoint committees and talk 
over the situation. The terms they ask are 
that they be paid at the present rate per day 
for fewer hours than they are now 
worutng, In the steam bakeries they demand 
eleven hours a day five days in the week 
and twelve heurs on Saturday, and in the 
hand bakeries where steam is not used they 
want to work nine hours for five days in the 
week and eleven hours on Saturday. Com- 
mittees have been circulating among the 
bakeries all day with contracts for the above 
terms, which they want the bosses 
to sign. Among the hand bakeries 
they were quite successful, getting about 
twenty-five of the proprietors to sign the con- 
tracts and concede to the demands of the joure 
neymen.

How the Members Honored the Senater 
Whose Name They Bear. 


The Vest Club last night gave a reception to 
its godfather, Senator Vest, at the club-rooms, 
107 North Sixth street. The hall was hand- 
somely decorated with the national colors and 
the banners and ensigns of the club.

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THE ELECTION IN OREGON. 


National Committeeman Noltner Surprised 
He Doubts the Returns. 


The report of the success of the Republican 
party in Oregon at Monday’s election hit the 
Democratic delegates from that State with a 
sort of mild consternation, which has latterly 
turned to skepticism. National Committee- 
man A. Noltner was seen at the 
Laelede this morning and expressed 
himself as disinclined to swallow the 
whole report.

If the 
Republican majority is 4,000 as stated, the vote 
will exceed by 10,000 any former election. 
What we fear is that the buying of votes in 
Muitonomah County was too strong for us. 
This igthe county which contains Portland, 
and where we’ve had the most vote purchas- 
to contend with. You see, there is no 
yistry system and there is nothing to pre- 
nt the Republican party runningin a lot of 
hermen and controlling their votes.’’ 
‘**Were you not surprised at the report, hav- 
ing come to St. Louis confident of success?“ 
That's it; there's where the difficulty 
comes in. 
and counted upon it. Still, we have hope, as 
itis impossible for all the returns to be in. 
There is no telegraph in places, and it takes 
from eight to nine days fora stage to bring 
returns tothe county seats. I know 
the counting can not possibly be 
through yet in Multnomah County, but 
Iwill concede them a majority of 2,000, not 
more.

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LAST NIGHT’S PARADE. 


Great Demonstration of Military and Civil- 
ians—The ‘‘Post-Dispatch” Illumination. 


If everything passes off as smoothly in the 
campaign as did the parade last night the 
Democratic advance will be like a procession 
over a skating pond. As the hour drew on for 
the starting the crowds, which had been mov-

Then 
away went the procession, down Olive to Sev- 
enth, over to Washington avenue, thence 
south on Fourth to Walnut, a turn in front of 
the Southern up to Broadway, then north to 
Olive street and finally west under the arches 
to Fourteenth street, where the disbanding 
took place. 

The Grand Marshal and his aides were gor- 
geously besashed and beribboned,and showed 
up so well that they got many cheers along 
the route. The First Division of the parade 
was headed by the First Battalion ofthe State 
Guards, under command of Maj.

TAMMANY ‘‘TOOK’’ THEM. 

The political division pleased the crowd im- 
mensely, especially the younger ones, to 
whom the gray ulstered, gray hatted marchers 
were a novelty. Of all the clubs that paraded 
in this division the Tammany crowd attracted 
the most attention. Their history and power 
gave them their prominence as there was 
nothing striking about their accoutre- 
ment, except the red bandanas each 
wore bound around his hat. It seemed to be 
the general impression that the Duckworth 
Club of Cincinnati put up the finest parade. 
Their marching was done with military pre- 
cision, they ‘‘dressed up’’ like veterans, and 
were attired so nearly alike thatthey looked 
like a procession oftwins.

DESTRUCTION OF TAMMANY HALL- AND 
TONY PASTOR’S THEATER, 


Fire Starts in the Scene Room of the The- 
ater—Rapid Spread of the Flames—The 
Inside of the Theater and the Hall En- 
tirely Wrecked—Loss Over $50,000—How 
the Tammany Men in St. Louis Received 
the News. 


New ox, June6.—About 6:30 o’clock this 
morning afire broke out in Tony Pastor’s 
Theater in East Fourteenth street. As the 
flames gained a rapid headway three alarms 
were sent out. The theater is in the Tammany 
Hall building and adjoins the Acadamy of 
Music, which at one time was seriously 
threatened by the flames. By dint of hard 
work, however, the firemen succeeded in pre- 
venting this, and at 8:45 o’clock the fire was 
got under control. 

Both Tammany Hall and Tony Pastor’s The- 
ater were wrecked. The fire broke out in the 
scene room of the theater in the Tammany 
building. The firemen found the flames burn- 
ing fiercely in the middle of the big building, 
marching toward the roof with mighty strides.

The 
additional danger that came from the proxim- 
ity of the Academy of Music was suc- 
cessfully met and the fire kept 
within the walls of Tammany building.

DISCUSSING THE FIRE. 

Groups of gray-haired men who had been 
members of Tammany Hall for half a century 
collected in knots and groups, told stories of 
past glories, recalled reminiscences of the 
distinguished men who had once been habitues 
of the great building, and related incidents of 
former campaigns and victories which 
were organized in and directed from Tamman 
Hall. The granger members gathered — 
them and joined in the genefal lamentation. 
Not only men from New York City, but also 
those from other parts of the State, were 
——. cast down by the news and seemed to 
regard it in the light of both a publie and a 
123288 calamity. Delegates from other 

tates, attracted by the throng that assembied 
about the door of the Tammany delegation, 
hastened to the scene and as soon as 
they read the bulletin, which was posted 
in a conspicuous place, were not slow 
in expressing their sympathy and con- 
dolence. The news spread like wild- 
fire throughout the city and was the 
universal topic of conversation, entirely sus- 
pending for the time being all discussion of 
the political situation. It was evident that in 
spite of the hostility felt by many toward the 

ammany organization that its misfortune 
called forth general sympathy, and that the 
destruction of its well-known headquarters 
occasioned universal and sincere regret. 


PLANS FOR THE FUTURE. 

A remarkable and characteristically Ameri- 
can feature of the gathering was the fact that 
no sooner was the news spread than a discus- 
sion sprung up as to the best 
mode of reconstructing the hall. The 
probable amount 0 damage Was 
reckoned and plans made for every’eontingen- 
oy from complete destruction to compara- 
tively slight damage. No one suggested the 
possibility of the fire leading to any permanent 
curtailment in the facilities afforded by the 
building, but it was agreed on all hands that 
any injury, no matter how Fe. would be 
more than made good within a very short 
time, and enough money was on the spur of 
the moment pledged to 7 reconstruct 
the building. The fear ot the destruction of 
the valuable records was the most pressing 
anxiety felt, but the assurances of those best 
acquainted with the. manner in which they 
were guarded against injury soon convinced 
all that there was no danger of any disaster 
befalling these, and the expressions of regret 
were confined to the possible destruction of 
the hall, the library and the many portraits ot 
historic characters. The hope was univer- 
sally expressed that these would be saved, 
and further particulars were anxio 
awaited, while the wires were crowde<..

Ever since its foundation 
in 1789 Tammany Hall has been a4 
strict Democratic organization and 
has held a commanding position both 
in New York and national politics, many 
of the most famous namesin the country ap- 
pearing on its rolis. It is byfar the oldest 
political club in America, and has steadily ad- 
vanced in numbers, character and influence 
until to-day it stands easily first.’’ 
AS OLD AS AMERICA. 

Richard Croker, the gecretary of the delega- 
tion and a Sachem of Tammany, was aroused 
from his bed to hear the news. ‘‘This is the 
first intimation I have had that the hall was 
on fire,’’ he said, and I most sincerely hope 
and trust that the damage will not be serious. 
We were making most elaborate preparations 
for the coming campaign and had appropri- 
ated more than $40,000 for the renovation and 
decoration of the building. The workmen were 
almost done on Saturday last, and would soon 
have completed the decorations, which were on 
a scale of great magnificence. It is certainly 
too bad that any disaster should have occurred 
at this time. Besides the records, running 
back for ninety-nine years, the hall contains 
avery large number of portraits and one of 
the best political libraries in the country. 
These it would be impossible to replace. 

As to the history of Tammany Hall,’’ Mr. 
Croker continued, ‘‘it is co-extensive with 
that of the United States, both having 
come into existence during the same year, 
1789. Weare consequently ninety-nine years 
old, and were to have celebrated our centen- 
nial at our hall next year. When the club was 
first organized its members used do meet at 
the various coffee-houses of New York, the 
coffee-house in the last years of the preceding 
century occupying a position in the metropo- 
lis analogous to that held by similar houses 
of entertainmentin London. After numerous 
experiments the famous Tontine coffee - house 
was made the headquarters of the society, 
and there itremained many years. The first 
hall erected for its exclusive use stood on 
Frankfort street near Park Row. Here the 
club remained for about thirty years, movi 
to its present quarters in 1868. old build- 
ing was sold, reconstructed, and is now oc- 
cupled by the New York Sun. 

DISTINGUISHED MEMBERS. 

No political society in America has so long a 
history, nor can any show such a list of 
distinguished names. Andrew Jackson was a 
member of Tammany, so were Henry and T. 
DeW itt Clinton. The first President of Texas, 
Gen. Sam Houston, was one of us, and Wm. 
L. Marcy was a most active member. Samuel 
J. Tilden wasfor years one of our leaders, 
although he was actively opposed at a latter 
date by the — o more enthusiastic 
Tammanyite couid be found than Horatio Bey- 
mour, and in fact, nearly every prominent 
New York Democratic leader at one time or 
another was connected with many.

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DOINGS IN THE COURTS. 


DECISIONS OF INTEREST RENDERED TO- 
DAY BY JUDGES SEDDON AND LUBKE. 


The St. Louis Dairy Co.’s Contract With 
Drivers Sustained—A Judgment Against 
An Ex-Assignee—The Siebert Case Dia- 
posed Of—Notable Answers Filed ToeDay 
in the Circuit Oeurt—Matters Before the 
Judges Under the Dome. 


Judge Lubke to-day rendered a decision of 
some interest in the case of J. Leighton 
against the St. Louis Dairy Co. Under it the 
plaintiff? takes a nonsuit and judgment 
is entered for defendant for cost. 
This action was founded upon a written agree- 
ment whereby the plaintiff was employed as 
a driver to seil and deliver ¢feam and milk in 
this city. He sued for work and in that 
capacity for one month, $40, and deposit of 
$80. The company alleged in its answer that 
upon an accounting in pursuance of the terms 
of the contract, the driver would be found in- 
debted to the company in the sum of $81.%. 
The contract contained a clause that neither 
party should sue for anysum due until the 
claim should first have been ascertained 
and settled by a referee. The court 
holds that such an agreement is not contrary 
to public policy or good morals and it is not 
forbidden by any positive law. Where there 


has been fraud or gross partiality of the ref- 
eree or the referees will not act such 
a stipulation may not be en- 
forcible, but there was no such s6uge- 
gestion in this case. The plaintiff signed the 
agreement with his eyes open. Such contracts 
have usually been sustained by the courts of 
this country. They are analagous to common 
stipulations in insurance policies and building 
contracts. The stipulation is therefore held 
to be a bar to the action. 


Judgment Against an Ex-Assignee. 


Judge Seddon rendered an interesting de- 
cision to-day In the case of the State to use of 
Pratt vs. Mareellus Brown. The court found 
from the evidence that Brown was appointed 


assignee of Delia Judah under the genera! as- 
sigoment law. On the 9th of January, 188, he 
filed his bond, with — A. Rob- 
ertson and W. C. Mitchell as securi- 
ties. The condition of the bond was that 
Marcellus Brown, as assignee, should, in all 
things, dischar his duty assuch. On the 
15th of March, 1886, on an accounting the Cir- 
cuit Court founda balance in his hands of 
$1,043.01 and he was ordered to distribute it. 
This order the assignee failed to 
comply with. Subsequently the Oourt 
appointed the relator assignee of 
the estate and dismissed Brown from his trust 
and ordered him to pay to the relator the bal- 
ance found to be in his hands. 

The statute requires thata dismissed as- 
signee shall deliver to his successor the books 
and other property of the trust and shall 
also account for and pay to his 
successor all moheys remaining in his hands 
at the time. If he fails to aceount and deliver 
his successor is an injured party. On the 
final accounting, however, the Court ordered 
Mr. Brown to distribute the balance according 
to law. The peoreens of the statute in relation 
to a succeeding assignee bear a close analogy 
to those relating to an administrator de bonis 
non. It is settled in this State that though an 
order has been made upon an administrator 
to distribute the moneys in his hands an ad- 
ministrator de bonis non may sue upon the 
bond to collect the moneys. The court 
cannot distinguish in principle those cases 
from the case at bar. 

On the 28th of June, 1886, after a full hearing, 
the court removed Mr. Brown from his trust 
and ordered him to pay to his successor the 
moneysin his hands. Judgment is rendered 
in favor of the plaintiff. 


The Siebert Case. 


Judge Seddon to-day disposed of the claim 
of Mrs. Loulsa Siebert against Charles Siebert 
for domestic services and money loaned prior 
to the marriage relation. Thecourt finds for 
the plaintiff on the first count for $165.47 and

An Unsightly Arrangement. 


An answer was filed in the Circuit Oourt to- 
day by the Citizens’ Railway Uo, to the suit of 
the Northwestern Electrie Accumulator Oo. 
It admits that it entered into an arrangement 


for the supply of electric lighting * to 
Sing built for the Citizens’ Line 
at Pullman, III., but it was agreed that the 
apparatus should be placed under the seats 
inside the car. The defendants, however, 
placed it in an unsightly box outside the car, 
and the Citizens’ company refu to accept 
the work done in that manner. Judgment for 
$125 is asked against the contractors to cover 
expenses in removing the unsightly plant.

The last occasion on whioh the Great Sphinx 
was cleared down to the level on which the 
paws rest was in honor of the -opening of the 
Suez Canal in 1868. The ever drifting sands 
had, however, reburied it almost to the 
throat when Prof. Maspero, during his last 
year of office at Boulak, began again the 
work of disinterment. This work has now 


been going on somewhat intermittently for 
more than twelvé months and is at the

with card-players, and will probably knock 
over a stack of chips if he carelessly swings 
his grip. It is said that 2 3 gambling 
outfits may be bad at some of the best hotels. 

Gambling is strictly prohibited by the stat- 
utes of the State. eavy penalties are affixed 
to violations of the law, but the residents do 
not want itenforced. Public sentiment and 
the municipal coffers are against it. To-day 
every gambling house is closed unless you 
know where the back stairs are. The Grand- 
jury isin session. In a week or two, as last 
week ,eightor ten well-known gambling houses 
and half a dosen skin games will be in oper- 
ation, Evading the law has been reduced to a 
pretty science. Each proprietor ot a gambling 
place walks up to the police magistrate’s office 
once a week and 7 §25 worth of fines 
and costs. The city attorney gets his fee, the 
Judge his costs, and the city her fine. The 
ys are said to get fees for something, also, 

ut just what for does not appear to the naked 


eye. 

The good people of Arkansas do not want 
any gambling to be going on, but visitors 
come in, tramp on their laws and olay. side- 
walks, and leave their lucre in small stacks 
along Central avenue. The city is in debt, 
the people will play cards, and why not 
accept the imeyitable and make 00 a 
month the best of it say the citizens. 
The Sheriff also comes down on the 
gamblers from time to time. The county 
makes an occasional haul, but, by a sort of 
common consent, the saloon spoils go to the 
broader municipality. The saloon-keepers go 
through the same fining and refining process 
forthe county thatthe gamblers do for the 
city. Hot Springs isa prohibition town with 
eighty-three saloons. Every month the en- 
tire outfit is indicted. Each proprietor gets a 
fine of about §25; the State’s Attorney is al- 
lowed $10; the Sherfif has fees, and so has the 
County Clerk and State. Everybody in the 
circumlocution office gets his bit. The fines 
and costs figure up 40 or $50 a month, and 
every body is satisfied except the Prohibi- 
tionists. 

Half of tha members of the Grand-jury are 
said to carry jugs of mountain dew’’ in their 
saddie-bags, however, and the other half 
takes a drink on the quiet, Some little formal- 
ities are observed, however, when the Grand- 
jury isintown. Restaurants with nothing to 
eat in them graco the front part of many sa- 
loons, and the cold tea business is carried on.

Machinists have taken 20s jo 88s per 
week of filty-nine hours, but those who 
are able to do so are very quick and 


clever, The finishing is done by hand, and 
hand-workers earn 9s to 15s per week.

Young hands are taken on 
who give a little time for nothing, and aiter- 
wards receive 5s per week. The seasons are 
short and the work spasmodic.

WHERE THE CROWS BOOST. 


Scenes at a Rookery—Pabits of the Sable- 
Coated Bird—Night Time. 


From the Seientific American. 

The first of these two rookeries is situated 
about two miles east of Syracuse, N. T., ina 
woods known as ‘‘Tamarack Swamp,’’ and 
lying between the Central and West Shore 
tracks. The second is situated in Arlington 
Cemetery at Washington. Both rookeries are 
nearly equal in sizé, the one at Syracuse cover- 
ing about fifteen acres and that at Arlington 


from ten to twelve. 

A visit to these roosts in the daytime is in- 
teresting in the extreme, while another paid 
at dusk when the birds are coming in is 
even more so. Shortly after daybreak the 
vast throng of black bestirs itself; first a loud 
Glamor betokens that the birds are awake; 
then with a shake or two they launch forth in 

vest of the morning's breakfast. Leaving 
~ ngly, in pairs, by dogens and in flocks 
of hundreds, each grou wings ite way 
previous day’s meals were 
starts in search of new 
feeding grounds. After they one the 
roost isasight indeed, On every hand the 
trees and ground beneath are literally covered 
with the excreta of the birds, having much the 
appearance of having been plentifully bespat ; 
tered with whitewash. The air is foul with the 
odor mingled with that of the putrefying bod - 
les of the dead ones that here and there dot 
the snow, While among the branches as well 
as on the ground are numbers of individuals 
too weak, emaciated, or otherwise disabled to 
participate in the Aight. These are readily 
2 and are often to be caught in the 

ar ds. 

A drive through the su ending country 
will now give a glimpse of their daily life dur- 
ing winter. Anywhere aud everywhere the 
may be seen, each in search of that whic 
alone will sustain life, but with the usual 
frozen condition of the ground this, as a rule, 
is difficult to obtain. Up to about o’ciock 
the birds are busy feeding, and the average 
person would hardly believe that within an 

our or even less these same 
birds will be miles away and in com- 
pany with tens of thousands of the same 
species. Having traced them through 
their daily wanderings, it is in order to visit 
the roost again at nightfall and watch them 
come in. At the hour above mentioned they 
began to arrive either singly or in flocks, tar- 
rying at times at some near-at-hband feeding 
grounds, but soon seeking the vicinity of the 
roost. Strangely enough, instead of repairing 
atonce to their night's resting place, they 

ather in immense multitudes on the eurround- 
ng hills; coming as they do from all quarters 
of the country, the numbers increase until the 
fields, the trees und the fences are covered 
with them, Long after the sun had set they 
continued to arrive. The noise is deafening, 
and when at times they rise and circle about 
in the air it seems as if the heavens themselves 
were about to fall. As darkness begins to set- 
tie, first a few of the bolder ones enter the 
roost. These are followed by small bunches 
of fifty or so, and these in turn by other 
companies interspersed with stragglers. 
Suddenly, with a noise as of a hurricane, 
a vast host arises and makes a dive 
for the roost. These are closely foliowed by 
another, and still another, until finally the 
numbers on the hillsides begin to show some 
signs of thinning out. 

As the darkness deepens they come in any 
way ; down they come pell mell, brushing past 
the face, almost flying agajnst one, alighting 
on the first branch they strike against (for 
they are now almost unable to see, and it is 
amusing to see hundreds flopping about wait- 
ing for luck to throw a branch in their 
way), often within arm’s reach. Every 
tree and branch seems packed with them, 
and still they continue to pour down, finding 
a resting place somewhere and adding clamor 
to the deafening babel already existing. Fi- 
nally all appear to have arrived and are busy 
settling themseives forthe night. Utter now 
but so much as asyliable and the entire army 
with renewed cries and in the direst cuonfu- 
sion take wing and seek another part of the 
woods, only to renew the performances 
should the operation be repeated. I have 
never as yet remained in a roost long enough 
to ascertain whether or not the birds became 
absolutely quiet.

The following details of a dinner which was 
given the other day by a New York lady may 
be read with interest by people who want to 
know the latest thing in the way of American, 


extravagance. 

The dinner table was arranged about a min- 
lature lake, in which palms, lilies and ferns 
appeared to be growing, while tropical trees 
rose from the banks amid min ature par- 
terras of flowers. Small electric lights, with 
vari-colored globes, were arranged about 
the lake, and electricity was introduced 
under the water of the improvised lake, and 
caused to dance about in imitation of 
vari-colored fish. There was a fountain in 
the center of the lake, and a colored glass ball, 
lighted by electricity, spurted up and down a 
jet of crystal water. There was no cioth on the 
table, and each of the twenty courses served 
at the dinner was placed before the guests on 
a natural palm leaf. The wall and room 
decorations—some of which came from 
Florida and South America—generally were of 
smilax, ferns, ivy and palm, mandarin, ban- 
ana, orange and other trees. Hanging among 
them were hundreds of very small colored 
electric lights. 

The decoration of each plate cost 580, the 
favors $60 and menus were painted to order at 
$10 apiece. The truffies came from France 
and the strawberries cost $7.05 per bunch of 
five berries. Koman punch was served in 
oranges hanging on the natural trees, the 
pulp of the fruit having been deftly removed, 
so that the gnests picked the oranges from the 
branches. 


How the Egyptians Cool Water. 


From Carter Harrison’s Luxor Letter. 

I need state only three facts to show the 
rapidity of evaporation in Upper Egypt. 
Water too warm to drink is put into a porous 
jar and placed in the wind, though in the sun; 
in a half hour it is ascool as good spring 
water. Atnight, @xposed toa breeze even 
when the breeze is rather warm, before morn- 
ing it becomes almost ice-cold. The night 
of my arrival here I took 4 pouring bath ona 
balcony. The wind was balmy, but fresh. The 
rapid evaporation so chilled me that I could 
not stay out long enough for my bath. At the 
foot of the cataract we took a swim inthe 
Nile. We wore our underclothes for bathing 
suits. We * them up before our state- 
rooms to dry. In ten minutes they were dry 
enough tobe worn. We have all beard of the 
universal habit of all Africans to anoint them- 
selves with oll, and travelers speak of it asa 
nasty habit. It is, however, necessary In very 
hot and very d climates to prevent the crack- 
ing of the skin. An English officer told me 
that during the hot winds on the Upper Nile 
his hands and face chapped worse than they 
ever did in a cold climate—chap even to 
bleeding badly. I have foun reah, white 
butter quite as pleasant on my hands as on 
my toast. The boys have felt ho inconve- 
nene from the winds. hands are very 
sensitive to the effect ofa „ dusty atmos- 
phere. At Assouan we were in the sun during: 
two days. We did not use our umbrelias, our 
pith hats being quite comfortabie, and yet we 
were just on the edge of the tropics.
